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The Lure of California 


About a hundred years ago in Engiand a 
young poet stood on the ramparts of Caris- 
prooke Castle and looked out on the foaming 
surf that raced in roaring protest against the 
rocky bulwark of the cliffs below. While he 
gazed through the widows of this age-old 
building, there came to him the inspiration 
for a single line of verse which has been de- 
elared by Rudyard Kipling to be the very 
‘“Cattar’? of poetry. This particular line in- 
eludes the happy phrase ‘‘magic easements.” 
Tie poem was ‘The Ode to the Nightingale”’ 
ard the poet was John Keats. There is no 
phrase in the whole body of poetry that con- 
veys the idea of the remarkable attractions 
of California better than ‘““magie easements,”’ 
according to a writer in the National Auto- 
mobile weekly. 

California, in the era of discovery, was a 
fabled land of griffins and pygmies, a land of 
Indian legend, golden in color and yielding 
from her vast stores treasures of immeasur- 
able quantity. Even the prosaic Francis 
Fletcher, chaplain of the fleet of Sir Francis 
Drake, waxes romantic when he deseribes the 
chalk-cliffed bay under the lee of Point Reves, 
where the captain-general of freebooters, Sit 
Francis Drake, anchored on that pleasant 
spring day in 1579. Tt is a remarkable coin- 
cident that the romance of the Elizabethan 
period has been translated to the modern ro- 
mantic movement in English literature. One 
of the greatest forces in the development of 
the modern romantic movement was the pub- 
lication in 1798 of the ‘‘Lyric Ballads’’ con- 
taining the ‘‘ Ancient Mariner’? of Coleridge 
and one of the chief incidents in this famous 
poem as well as the gloss that appears as a 


running commentary along the margin, was . 


inspired by the poet’s perusal of the account 
of the voyage of Shelvocke along the coast of 
California many years before. 

Romance clings to California from the days 
of discovery. It lives in the legendary litera- 
ture that hangs about the Indian haunts from 
Shasta to San Diego. It lives in the colorful 
period of the Spanish Dons, in the ‘‘rodeo,’’ 
in the ‘‘tarantella,’’ in ‘‘the fandango,’”’ ‘‘the 
fiesta,’? and all the pomp and pageantry of 
an era when life was replete with pulsing 
emotions, when a livelihood was easy to pro- 
eure and when man’s chief end was to enjoy 
the blessings which nature had bestowed. 

The next period of California history is the 
American era, and the Argonauts of the fif- 
ties, the gold-seekers who crossed the plains 
and came around the Horn in quest of the 
- treasure hordes of the Pacific, created a dis- 

tinet “type of civilization different from all 
with which’ the world had previously been 
familiar. Even the language of the mining 
eamps developed into a jargon of its own. Tt 
finds its culmination in the Mariposa foot- 
hills, at Old Hornitos, at Columbia in the 
Mother Lode and at Grass Valley and Old 
Shasta in the northern imning distriet. Horn- 
itos and Columbia fall now into the category 
of ‘‘cities that were.’? They are strange. 
ghostly settlements, veritable wraiths of a by- 
gone age, the life of which has vanished and 
iron-gated buildings and winding narrow 
streets and erumbling adobe remain as mut? 
physical records of the glory that was. 

This is the seventy-fifth anniversary of the 
statehood of California, and, coincident with 
the celebration of Admission Day, interest will 
he revived in the stirring era of seventy-five 
years ago. an interest that will have its prac- 
tical commercial value in attracting the at- 
tention of the world te a district that com- 
bines a threefold historical background with 
a diversified scenery, a marvelously temperate 
atmosphere with great fertility of soil. TIn- 
terest will be revived in the history of the 
Mission Fathers and in the twenty-one mis- 
sion stations that. stand along the conerete 
ribbon of El Camino Real. Attention wi'l be 
directed to the glorious panoramas offere by 
the great Redwood districts of Mendocino, 
Humboldt and Del Norte. Tourist traffic will 
be directed to Yosemite, to Mt. Lassen, to 
Genéral Grant and Sequoia and to the Na- 

_ tional Monuments of the Pinnacles, Muir 

Woods and Palm Springs. Travel will in- 
crease to the attractive northeast country, to 
the Modoe lava beds, to the ice caves and 
waterfalls of Lassen nd Siskiyou and to the

And So He Killed Him 
(Safi Bernardino Sun) . 

A few days ago in an art gallery in Sacra- 
mento a man shot and killed another. He 
then went outside and sat upon the steps, his 
gun in his hand. A transfer man—whoever 
that might be—Keard the shots and when he 
saw the man come out with a gun in his 
hand and sit down, and without knowing 
what had really happened, he deliberately 
shot the sitting man dead. Thus we have a 
man who was not even an officer and prob- 
ably had no official right to carry a revolver, 
voluntarily serving as executioner of another 
man, the nature of whose deed he did not 
even know. This sounds like an exaggerated 
narrative, but even if as stated in the news 
it was not strictly correct, the difference is 
immaterial. Had the second shooter been an 
officer of the law instead of a civilian, stil! 
he would not have had the right to declare 
himself both judge and executioner and take 
the life of a perfect stranger. 

We can not protest too loudly nor too often 
against the reckless, hasty and unauthorized 
shooting by both civilians and officers at per- 
sons they assume to be criminals, such, for in- 
stance, as a policeman turning his gun loose 
on- an automobile that did not stop at his 
summons, though, so far as he knew and ‘as 
afterwards proved to be the case, its ocecu- 
pants had committed no erime whatever. Such 
authority is not given to-peace officers, and 
certainly not to ordinary citizens, by any 
statute of the books or by any decision of a 
court. It is strictly assumed and usurped au- 
thority and in the eye of the old common law 
is nothing but plain murder when a life is 
lost as a result of such shooting. 

A few weeks ago a man became demented 
and shot to death seven members of his fam- 
ily. What connection ‘is there between these 
two incidents, might be asked? The closest 
kind of connection. In a country where the 
shooting idea does not prevail as it does in 
the United States and where the possession of 
revolvers by civilians is not so common as 
here, men might indeed go crazy, but they 
would not shoot to death a whole family. But 
men do not have to become insane to do a 
lot of shooting in the United States. Almost 
anything is an excuse for use of the revolver. 
Shooting of all kinds are daily incidents, 
from the boy who kills his little brother while 
playing with the gun daddy had no right in 
common sense and family safety to possess, 
to the civilian who blazes away @t some sup- 
posed robber and the officer who finds it eas- 
jer to use his revolver than his legs when 
some person undertakes to avoid arrest. Un- 
til as a people we cease to carry revolvers and 
to shoot at will, we shall never be able to 
stem the current of erimes of violence in this 
country.

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The Public Will Learn 


A federal grand jury in Chicago in indict- 
ing 263 furniture manufacturers and six as- 
sociations of furniture makers found to its 
satisfaction that the furniture industry is 
guilty of price fixing and the curtailment of 
production in violation of the Sherman anti- 
trust law. =. 

The indictments against the furniture mak- 
ers are based on the claim that furniture 
prices are from 100 to 250 per cent higher 
than the pre-war level. The Chicago grand 
jury (admitting it knows nothing of the fur- 
niture business) believed that the present 
price level is unwarranted. Since grand 
juries never hear the defendant’s side of the 
story, it remains;for a petit jury to pass on 
the guilt or innocence of the furinture makers 
and on the fairness or exorbitance of the fur- 
niture prices. 

Prosecutions ‘under the anti-trust act sel- 
dom bring relief from high prices to the con- 
sumer but they do serve to inform the pub- 
lic. The Chicago indictments may disclose 
that furniture prices are too high or are jus- 
tified. They may show that the reason for 
the higher price level is a demand for better 
quality furniture. The public deserves to 
know ‘‘what”’ it is buying and this is one of 
the ways of learning. 

Ordinarily the public has confidence in the 
effectiveness of competition in maintaining 
fair prices and adequate production.

Contract for the installation of 
a turbine pump in municipal well 
No. 2, in East Fourth Street, was 
Tuesday night awarded by the 
city, council in adjourned regular 
session to- the Frank J. Kimball 
Pump Company of Los Angeles. 
The bid of the Kimball Company 
for the pump installed was $4,761, 
and was the lowest of five, which 
ranged up to $12,000. 

The new pump will have a ca- 
pacity of 1,700 gallons a minute 
or 189 miners inches. Its in- 
staHation will give the municipal 
water system a complete reserve, 
being capable of producing an 
amount of water now being turn- 
od out by the city’s present pump- 
ing equipment and will put the 
city in a position to” augment the 
supply of suburban territory which 
is threatened with water shortage 
during the coming summer, it is 
said.

Glenn D. Smith, general man- 
ager of the Ontario Power Com- 
pany, as. chairman of the day, wel- 
comed the visitors and spoke 
briefly on ‘Electric Pioneering in 
San Antonio Canyon.” Mr. Smith 
told of the establishment here in 
1891 of the first high-voltage long- 
distance electric line in the world. 
At the plant in San Antonio Can- 
yon, to the north of Ontario, the 
power was generated at 110 volts, 
stepping up to 10,000 volts through 
a series of transformers and trans- 
mitted by wire to San Bernardino. 

This was followed in 1919 with 
the establishment by the Ontario 
Power Company of the first auto- 
matic and remote control power- 
house in the world. This power- 
house, several miles further up 
the canyon, is controlled by wire 
from the main plant of the com- 
pany and has proven successful in 
every way. A second remote con- 
trol power house was. established 
by the company below its main 
plant in 1922. 


The visitors were further enter- 


tained by S. Earlo Blakeslee, well- ; 


known musical instructor and com- 
poser, and Mrs. Plakeslee,- who 
rendered a group of Indian songs 
in costume, including selections 
from Mr. Blakeslec’s Indian opera,

DRAWS BiG CROWD 


Surpassing all Flag Day celebra- 
tions during the life-of B. P. O. 
E. No. 1419, the one held Wed- 
nesday evening at the lodge rooms 
proved the crowning event and 
was largely attended, the speak- 
er of the evening being Jack Riley, 
who is not only an Elk, But Dis- 
trict Governor-Blect of the Lions. 

Every Citizen a King 

Mr, Riley declared that “we are 
living in the most wonderful coun- 
try in the world, and under the 
greatest flag afloat, and every good 
American should be willing to 
share in the responsibilities that 
come with the privilege of living 
in America.” orn 

“The Anierican flag makes of 
every citizen a king,” he said, 
“put he dares not wear a crown.” 

The speaker told of the birth of 
the immortal expression, “Old 
Glory.” In 1831, when William 
Driver, captain of a brig, left 
Salem for a journey to the South 
Pacific, he was presented with a 
Jarge American flag. As his brig 
was sailing gut of the harbor he 
unfurled the flag. It was caught 
by a breeze and fluttered majes- 
tically over the water. So im- 
pressed and thrilled was Captain 
Driver at the beauty of the flag 
that he saluted it and exclaimed: 
“Old Glory, you beautiful flag!” 
At that moment the American flag 
was christened “Old Glory,” and 
is known to every corner of the 
world today by that name. 

Americans traveling in foreign 
countries will never find a cap- 
tured American flag in a museum 
or other institution, said the 
speaker. The American flag has 
never known. defeat, nor has it 
ever been sullied by an American 
deed. :
